Six  years  have  passed  since  the  very  excellent  Lincoln  Bibli- 
ography compiled  by  Daniel  Fish  was  issued,  and  during  that  time 
many  additional  items  have  been  uncovered,  some  of  great   rarity.

"  priced  "  bibliography  of  Lincolniana  would  possess  a  special  value  to 
all   who  were  interested  in  "  The  Martyr  President.  " 

With  very  few  exceptions  the  prices  here  given  are  actual  prices 
fetched  at  auction,  by  far  the  larger  portion  of  them   during  the    past 
year ;  so  that  the  record  of  prices  may  be  considered  "up-to-date."
